Chicago, June 7.—Plans for vigor- 


ous campaigns to procure a national 
suffrage were sketched at the mid- 
year 
conference of the National 


American Woman Suffrage 
Conven- 


tion which opened here today 


Leaders in districts ot torty-one 


states were urged to use all ot their 
influence 
on 
congressmen m their 


districts to vote tor the 
suffrage 


amendments. 


The Susan B. Anthony amendment, 


which has gone to every session of 
congress in 43 years, will be intro- 
duced when congress convenes again, 
according to Dr. Anna How aid Shaw, 
ot New York. The amendment pro- 
vides that no state shall disfranchise 
its citizens because of sex. 


"I hope that no session of congress 


passes that the Anthony amendment 
is not introduced until we have 
national suffrage," 
Dr 
Shaw said. 


"We shall always push the issue until 
we get it." 


Speakers 
warned 
that militancy 


nVust be kept from the tanks of the 
organization. 
The tear 
that the 


methods of the English suffragists 
will be invoked by some of the suf- 
.frage workers in this country, was 
responsible for the anti-militant at- 
titude. 


Among the speakers 
on today's 


program, 
in 
addition to Dr. Shaw, 


were Mrs. Medill McCormick, of Chi- 
cago, Miss Alice Stone Blackwell and 
Mrs Harriett Taylor Upton. 


The recent action of the King of 


Denmark in signing the suffrage bill 
aroused enthusiasm among the dele- 
gates. 
Dr. Shaw sent a cable mes- 


sage to Mrs Joanna Munter, Presi- 
dent ot the Danish Suttrage Associa- 
tion, offenng congiatulations on the 
victory. 


Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, president 


of the National American Woman's 
Suffrage Association, welcomed the 
suffrage leaders ot the countiy at a 
mid-year conference in Chicago to- 
day. 
Explaining the reasons why 


the mid-year meeting was necessary, 
Dr. Shaw said: 


"Our work has grown so big and 


our problems so numerous that there 
isn't time at our annual convention 
to cover the whole tield in a really 
democratic fashion. We can go into 
some of them at our annual meeting 
but the hands on the clock go round 
inexorably and we have to move on, 
leaving many of the subjects to be 
settled by the executive board at its 
leisure. 


"It we were a small, compact 


body, with only one thing to work 
for, this procedure wouia 
be both 


easy and efficient. 
But since the 


National Association is committed to 
the furtherance of Federal suffrage 
and of State suffrage we can never 
sacrifice one to the other. 
If we 


dtd, we should be reminded tartly of 
our misdeeds and the papers would 
hear all about it. 


"So the National board has called 


this conference to give everybody a 
chance to instruct the board. There 
may be confusion of counsel but out 
of it all we shall get the help 
we

SUNK IN BALTIC

sank the Russian cruiser Amur oi 
the second class near a Baltic port."

French renewed their attacks on the

ZEPPELIN WAS 


DESTROYED BY 


BRITISH AIRMEN 
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London, June 7 —The ftmiralty an- 


nounced today that a Zeppelin had 
'been blown to pieces over Belgium by 
British airmen 
The statement 
fol- 


lows 


"This morning at 2-30 a m., an at- 


tack was made on the' airship shed 
at Evere, north ot Brussels, by Flight 
Lieutenants J. P. V/ilson, R. N , and 
J. S Mills, R. N. Bombs were drop- 
ped and the shed was observed to be 
in flames. 


"It is not known whether a Zeppe- 


lin was insfde, but the flames reach- 
ed a great height, -oming out from 
both sides of the shed. Both piolts 
returned safely 


"At 3 a. m. this morning Flight 


Sub-Lieutenant R. A. J Warneford, R 
N, attacked a Zeppelin in the air be- 
tween Ghent and Brussels 
At 6000 


feet he dropped six bombs and the air- 
ship exploded, fell to the ground, ana 
burned tor a considerable time. 


"The iorce of the explosion caused 


the Morane monoplane to turn upside 
down. The pilet succeeded in right- 
ing the machine, but had to make a 
forced landing in thp enemy's coun- 
try

Wilt Probably Leave Tonight; 


Von Bernstortt Is Optimistic 
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Washington, June 7.—The Ameri- 


can note to Germany concerning the 
sinking of the 
Lusitania virtually 


waa ready today for the transmission 
to Berlin. 
President Wilson worked 


until a late hour last night to com- 
plete fts phraseology. 


The note is said to be a vigorous 


reiteration of previous demands that 
Germany exercise the right of visit 
and search before attacking unarm- 
ed merchant ships. 
The delay 
in 


forwarding the note was to enable 
the president to so phrase it 
that 


there could be no room for doubt or 
further argument concerning the at- 
titude ot the United States. 


While the note 
practically 
has 


been completed, it was believed to 
be not unlikely that 
the 
president 


would discuss it today with the lega1 
officers of the government before it 
was put in cipher. 
It was expected 


that it would be cabled to Ambassa- 
dor Gerard at Berlin tonight or early 
tomorrow at the latest. 


Count Bernstorff, the German am- 


bassador who was completing plans 
today tD go to Cedarhurst, Long Is- 
land, where the embassy has been es- 
tablished for the summer, continues 
optimistic over the situation. He be- 
lieves that as a result of the confer- 
ence with President Wilson, the crisis 
over the sinking of the Lusitania has 
now passed.

Mr. Humbert, although a natural- 


ized British citizen, is 
of 
German 


birth. 
This fact aroused so much 


criticism among the friends of the 
Lusitania's survivors, it is said, that 
he found it almost impossible to re- 
main in Queenstown, notwithstand- 
ing his scrupulous cares to so deport 
himself as above suspicion. He left 
home to avoid further unpleasant- 
ness and possible trouble. 


Mrs. J. Harvey Page, a passenger

uninterrupted advance in the sector 
north of Arras, and important gains 
north ot the Aisne. 


According to a t»rench official re- 


sort, French troops, after a very ef- 
fective bombardment at a point east 
of Tracv 'Le-Mont and north of the 
ftiver Aisne, carried two successivle 
ines of trenches on a front of one 
olometer, together with several Ger- 
man works. 


In the east, the Austro-German ad- 


i'ance is continuing with eastern Oa- 
icia figuring prominently as the ob- 
jective 
This move is regarded 
In 


London as political, the lead of the 
jermans and Austrians being to exert 
an influence upon Rumania. 


Petroa;rad announces a Russian 


cess along the river Pruth, near 
omea, where Ihe Austro-Germans SIP 
said to have been forced back across 
he river. 
Petrograd says also that 


he Russian lines of defense must be 
e-adiusled en account of the nse of 
>oisonous gas by the Germans. 
The 


eason tor this is that these works, 
echnicallv correct, uncrer the ordinary 
onditions of warfare, became death 
raps when exposed to this new engine 
of hostility. 


Th's morning the British public waa 


nformed that their forces have won 
a brilliant success at a point far from 
he main lines of battle on the con- 
iuent. Sir Percy Cox, at the head of 
a strong naval and military force, has 
;ained a foothold at Amara, on tha 
Tigrus river, half way from the head 
it the Persian gulf to the city of Bag- 
ad. During the past few days the 
Anglo-Indian army operating :n this 
eld has captured many prisoners aa 
\ell as guns and ammunition, and 


e taken a gunboat, steamers and 


everal barges. 
It is said that the 


Turkish army opposed to it is so de- 
moralized that it is doubtful if it will 
e able to offer serious resistence to a 
urther British advance in 
Meso- 


ictamia 
The only raval activity of the week- 
nd was the engagement at the en- 
rance of tho Gulf or Riga, in the Bal- 
k1, which, according to Petrograd, re- 
nlted in the sinking of several Ger- 
nan transports and one large 
un- 


amed vessel, with the Russian losing 
ne auxiliary ship. 
Details of this sea encounter are 


meager, but it is surmissed in Lon- 
on that a majority of the German 
essels concentrated at Kiel came out 
nto the Baltic.

For About OO Years He Had .Made 


Newark His Home—An Hon- 


orable Upright Man. 


Within about a week of 
having 


completed a life of 93 years, Chris- 
tian Kussmaul, probably the oldest 
man in 'Newark, passed 
peacefully 


away at his home, ^14 South Fifth 
street at 9:30 o'clock Sunday even- 
ing. 
For some weeks the aged gen- 


tleman has been growing 
weaker, 


and it was realized that 
the 
end 


could hardly be prolonged for any 
great length of time. 


It seemed that the physical func- 


tions were just coming to the eiia 
of their activity, and by degrees al- 
most imperceptible to 
those 
who 


casually watched the progress 
to- 


ward the end, they became weaker 
and weaker until they ceased to per- 
form their offices, and the spirit of 
Christian Kussmaul, winged its flight 
to eternal rest. 
For several weeks 


the deceased has lived for the most 
part in the distant past. 
His inter- 


est was retrospective, and at times 
his mind reverted to the scenes and 
companions of his old home in Ger- 
many, his father and mother 
and 


others whose spirits unquestionably 
communed w.'th his. 
His death was 


as peaceful as that of a babe, sink- 
ing into a sweet and dreamless re- 
pose. 


Christian 
Kussmaul 
was 
born 


June 15, 1822 in Dordingen. Wurten- 
berg, Germany. 
He came to 
the 


United States in 1855, and after a 
few years spent in Maryland 
and 


New York he came to Newark where 
he has made his home for nearly CO 
years. His wife died in 1S09. Three 
sons and one daughter and 5 grand- 
children survive. 


During his I'.i'e in 
Newark 
Mr. 


Kussmaul had resided almost 
con- 


tinuously in the home in which ne 
died. 
Upon coming to this city he 


set up a shoe making and repair bus- 
iness upon his property 
and 
for 


many years his familiar form could 
be seen, sitting at his bench day in 
and day out, 
industriously plying 


his trade. 
Industry was indeed one 


of the noble characteristics of 
this 


gentle soul; the peace of mind which 
was always his possession, found ex- 
emplification in his demeanor 
and 


intercourse 
with 
his 
fellowmen. 


In the turmoil of the world's mad 


rush. Mr. Kussmaul took no part. 
He 
had 
no 
disposition 
toward 


disputation nor 
the 
nerve 
rack- 


ing effort to outdo others. His duties 
toward 
his 
family, 
his 
home, 


his city—and himself were the ideals 
which inspired him, toward 
which 


he endeavored and which he attained 
in a full measure of realization. 


During his long residence in New- 


ark his life was honorable, success- 
ful and at .every point worthy to be 
emulated, by those who knew the 
•sterling worth of his character. 


It is interesting to stop a moment 


and think of the wonderful changes, 
the great advancement in every line 
'of human intelligence and endeavor, 
that have gone forward during the 
expanse of time covered by the life 
of Mr. Kussmaul. 
Just a few in- 


stances will suffice to call attention 
to some of the marvels he was spar- 
ed to witness. 
When he came from 


his home in 'Germany, it 
required 


40 days and 40 nights, to cross the 
Atlantic, now done in a week's time 
and less; electricity was then only 
known as a destructive and danger- 
'ous 
force, 
which had 
not 
been 


thought of as a factor in promoting 
the welfare and comfort of the hu- 
man race; the telephone nnd 
tele- 


graph were unknown. Those things 
are worth mentioning, and when a 
man dies "full of years," they come 
to the minds of the living with .1 
renewed force.

of spectators. Not far off there Is an 
extensive recess which was probably 
used as a camping ground. No spot on 
the whole peninsula is s-> well supplied 
with water and pasturage. — l<ondon 
Strand Magazine.

Heated Bearings. 


Sometimes when a bearing becomes 


heated and requires oil it will be found 
that the oil will not tlo\v down in tlie oil 
hole. Either the liole is clogged with 
dirt or tlie heat may cause the air to 
rise and prevent tbe oil from entering. 
Where a wire cannot be used effective- 
ly the following remedy, although it is 
not infallible, is almost sure to make 
Hie oil reach the bearing. 


Fill the hole \vitli oil and quickly 


place the thumb over it to prevent thu 
nir from escaping:, and if the oil cup 
does not leak the heated nir inside will 
rise above the oil. and in two or three 
minutes it will be forced into tlie bear- 
ing, even if it lias to pass considerable 
dirt. 


W lieu a bearing cannot be reached in 


this way aud when light oils, such as 
kerosene, are ineffective, try placing a 
little mercury in the oil hole and allow 
it to remain a few minutes, then use 
oil.—World's Advance.
